$1 SERVICE CHARGE 
WILL Be WEIGHED 
IN OPEN HEARINGS 


Chairman Perry To Rec- 
ommend to Public Serv- 
ice Board That Public 
Sessions on Question Be 
Held Throughout State.

Public Expression Object 
of Proposal; Chairman’s 
Statement Recalls 
Campaign Contentions. 


Chairman James A. Perry, of the 
Georgia public service commission, of- 
ficial rate-fixing body for public utili- 
ties in Georgia. Sunday announced he 
will recommend that the commission 
hold hearings at principal cities 
throughout the state on the question 
of whether domestic consumers of 
electricity shall be compelled to pay 4 
monthly service charge of $1 in ad- 
dition to a charge for actual use 
of the current. 

Chairman Perry said he will siiaiee 
such a recommendation at the meet- 
ing of the commission scheduled for 
Tuesday. Both the  public—‘tbe 
smallest consumer”—and the compa- 
nies serving electricity will be given 
opportunity to be heard, Mr. Perry 
said. 

The question of the fairness of the 
service charge to users of electricity 
was brought out in the recent cam- 
paign by Jule W. Felton, candidate 
for renomination as a member of the 
publie service commission, During his 
campaign Mr, Felton insisted that the 
service charge was unfair and prom- 
ised that. if renominated, he would 
cause an investigation to be conduct- 
ed by the commission looking into the 
question of the $1 service charge. 

Felton contended that the Georgia 
Power Company, by charging each of 
its domestic consumers $1 a month 
for the right to use electricity—ex- 
clusive of the monthly charge for ac- 
tual use of such energy—was result- 
jing in a net return of more than 5 
per cent on the utility concern's in- 
vestment in electric meters. He said 
this situation exists in communities 
served by other companies through- 
out Georgia. 

Publie’s Expression Sought. 

Mr. Perry's statement was _ issued 
independently of charges made by 
Commissioner Felton, In it, the chair-

Roosevelt Heads for Oregon 


To Make Address on Utilities 


Democratic Nominee Will Reveal Attitude on 
Important Question Before Portland 
Audience Wednesday Night.

SALT LAKE CITY, Sept. 18.—(™) 
Rounding out a full week of active 
campaigning in seven states, Franklin 
D. Roosevelt headed toward the Pa- 
cific northwest tonight to receive re- 
ports of conditions and make another 
of his self-described major speeches at 
Portland Wednesday. 

Seventy-seven electoral college votes 
are in the hands of the states of 
Ohio. Indiana, Missouri, Kansas, Col- 
orado, Wyoming and Utah, through 
which the democratic presidential 
nominee's special train has passed 
since it left Albany last Monday. 


In those states, where he has made 
appearances on the back platform of 
his campaign special, talked with 
many party leaders, made a_ speech 
on farm relief and one on the rail- 
road problem, prominent democrats 
have told their candidate they ex- 
pect to put the electoral votes of their 
states in his column in November. 

His route tonight as he left the 
city that nestles in the valley beside 
the Great Salt Lake, led to Pocatello, 
and Idaho Falls, Idaho, through Dil- 
lon, Butte and other Montana cities, 
and across Washington to Oregon. 

His speech at Portland Wednesday 
will deal with public utilities, a sub- 
ject to which the New York governor 
bas devoted much attention over a 
number of years. 

Telegrams came today congratulat- 
ing him on his outline of his views 
on the railroad problem in a speech 
last night in the huge, crowd-filled 
Mormon tabernacle. 

In that speech he proposed govern- 
ment co-operation with the railroads 
to work out a national transportation 
policy, one phase of which would pro- 
vide interstate commerce commission 
regulation of bus and truck transpor- 
tation, 

Before leaving Salt Lake City, Mr. 
Roosevelt attended services today ut 
the little St. Paul’s Episcopal church. 
went to a luncheon given him by Gov- 
ernor Dern, of tah, and took a drive 
along one of the canyon roads that 
wind between the rugged mountains 
that encircle the city. 

At the church, cognizance was tak- 
en of the presence of the presidential 
candidate by Bishop Arthur W. Moul- 
ton of the Utah diocese. Looking di- 
rectly at Mr. Roosevelt. who sat sev- 
eral pews back from the front with

STATE SALES PLAN 
AS RUM SOLUTION 


Elimination of Politics 
and Private Profits Are 
‘Chief Aims of System 


Urged by-Educator. 


NEW YORK. Sept. 18.—(#)—A 
plan for state liquor traffic coutrol |

pealed was submitted to the country | 
at large tonight by Dr. Nicholas Mur- | 
ray Butler. | 

In addressing his proposals to’ 
“public opinion throughout the length | 
and breadth of the land,” Dr. Butler 
said the questions involved should not 
become the “football of purely parti- 
san politics or the plaything of ambi- 
tious candidates eager for political of- 
fice.” 

His plan, he said, was moulded gen- 
erally along the lines of the province 
of Quebec act. 

At the outset. the Columbia Uni- 
versity president emphasized the suc- 
cess of any plan for state liquor traf- 
fic control was predicated upun the 
“unconditional” repeal of the eight- 
eenth amendment. 

“Any attempt to detain or to extend 
federal control over state action in 
respect to the liquor traffic,” he said, 
“except as heretofore and now pos 
sessed under the interstate commierce 


clause, is doomed to failure. and 
worse.” 
Under State Rule. 

Dr. Butler proposes that liquor be 
dispended through district depots or 
warehouses under the .supervision of 
state liquor traffic authority. The 


state would be divided into districts 
and depots established at certain dis- 
tances from each other and in ac- 
cordance with population. 


In setting up a State liquor traffic | ish poteyaniees plans for communal 


t-shonld- be vested .witir 
“full and undivided” pdwer to con- 
trol manufacture, transportation and 
sale. It should operate “entirely free 
of partisan political influence.” Its 
members should be appointed by the 
governor for overlapping terms of at 
least five years. 

“The element of. private dr cor- 
orate profit through traffic in 
iquor,” Dr. Butler said, “should be 
wholly excluded from the moment that 
the liquor comes into possession of 
the state liquor traffic authority.” 

The liquor traffie would be subject 
he continued, to both state and fed- 
eral taxation and the profits accruing 
from operation of the state authority 
itself should go into the state treas- 
ury. In this connection, Dr. Butler 
observed, the “public mind is now set 
on securing no inconsiderable revenue 
from the liquor traffic,’ if it is re- 
stored. 

Asserting it would be impracticable 
to make any effective and enforce- 
able distinction between various kinds 
of liquor, Dr. Butler’ said: 

“The 18th amendment has amply 
demonstrated that the quickest and 
surest way to induce a man to de- 
sire liquor of any kind is to tell him 
that he cannot have it.” 

High Price Asked. 

“The most practical way to reduce 
the use of spirituous liquors,” he cou- 
tinued. “is to follow the Quebec ex- 
ample of charging heavily for them, 
while putting a low price on light 
wines and beer.” 

The suggestion was made that when 
several adjoining states have adopted 
similar systems they could join to- 
gether under a common administrative 
body both for economy purposes and 
to mitigate problems arising out of 
interstate traffic. 

“For example.” he said, “all the 
states of New England might be con- 
solidated into a single liquor traffic 
area. In like fashion a group. of 
states whose people wished to con- 
tinue prohibition, say, Oklahoma, 
Kansas, Colorado, Nebraska, lowa and 
South Dakota, might take similar ac- 
tion with a view to the application 
and enforcement of their uniform 
body of law on this subject.” 

With respect to the saloon, Dr. 
Butler said: 

“It is quite idle to talk of a fed- 
eral guarantee against the ‘return’ of 
the saloon. The operation of the 
18th amendment and of the Volstead 
act have surely made that perfectly 
plain. The saloon has not ‘gone’ any- 
where; it has only marriéd the speak- 
easy and taken its wife’s name. A 
hundred constitutional amendments 
and a thousand congressional statutes 
could not abolish the saloon. It can 
only be gotten rid of, as it will be 
gotten rid of, by local sentiment op- 
erating through local authority under 
a system which outlaws the liquor 
traffic when conducted for private 
profit.” 

The educator closed with the ad- 
monition it was of the “utmost im- 
portance” that those states not de- 
siring prohibition “shall be prepared 
with an effective plan of state liquor 
traffie control to take effect immedi- 
ately, if and wien the 18th amend- 
ment is repealed.”

Mr. Graves was the son of the late 
Mr. and Mrs. James Graves, his 
mother pveing the former Miss Agnes 
Donalson and his father coming here 
from Sparta, Ga. He attended Gordon 
Institute and University of Georgia. 
The death of his father necessitated

LA PAZ, Sept. 18.—(®)—The 
Bolivian government said it would 
call an immediate halt to hostilities 
in the Ghan Chaco region, if Para- 
guay agrees beforehand to such action, 
in a note sent today to the American 
neutrals commission in Washington. 


The note, signed by Julio A. Gutier- 
rez, minister of foreign relations, was 
addressed to Francis White, president 
of the commission. It said: 

“In answer to the note of the neu- 
trals yesterdxy my government, in 
accordance with its former declara- 
tions, especially those of its note of 
the 16th, accepts the immediate cessa- 
tion of hostilities, if Paraguay like- 
wise agrees beforehand. 

“As for securities of non-aggression, 
my government believes that once an 
agreement to cease hostilities has beep 
made, it would be loyally complied 
with.

With headquarters at Weihsien, 
General Han fFu-chu was. reported 
personally directing the dispatch of 
large bodies of troops to the fighting 
zone, 

The immediate cause of the civil 
war, Chinese newspapers said, was a 
dispute between Generals Han and 
Liu over division of a monthly allow- 
ance contributed by the Nanking gov- 
ernment toward provincial military 
expenses. 

Although Han Fu-chu nominally 
controls the whole province, his au- 
thority never extended to the east 
Shantung area where General Liu has 
maintained a semi-independent regime 
since 1928, with the prosperous port 
of Chefoo as his capital.

York Herald Tribune. It should be 
said that Mr. Sullivan, while a 
shrewd, if partisan, observer, is far 
more aStute politically than the 
average adviser. upon whom Mr. 
Hoover leans. Mr. Sullivan saw 
clearly months ago that if Franklin 
D. Roosevelt were nominated by 
the democrats, the defeat of Hoover 
was inevitable. So, day after day, 
he impressed on democrats the fu- 
tility of nominating Roosevelt, if 
they hoped to win. 

Referring to the Maine election, 
Mr. Sullivan writes: 

“The democrats have the republic- 
ans on a hot spot. The republicaus 
are the victims of a ‘squeeze play.’ 
The chief aid to the republicans is 
improving business. Improving busi- 
ness is impeded by the uncertainty of 


the outcome of the presidential elec- 
tion.”

administration, the slower the im- | 
provement in business. 

The day before the Maine elec- | 
tion Mr. Sullivan, certain that the |

43,000 when in reality it is about |

is running favorably to them.” Mr. 
Sullivan believed before the Maine 
election that there was no likeli-

licans in the nation would be 
obliged to take sorrowful notice, | 
indeed.” 

If Mr. Sullivan had analyzed cer- 
tain facts which were recorded by 
the news services and confirmed | 
later by the democratic governor- 
elect he would have known that the | 
democrats and the republicans in’ 
Maine expected the state to go dem- | 
ocratic. Indeed, the republicans | 
were so panic-stricken that, as Gov- | 
ernor-elect Brann says, “the des- 
peration of the republican managers 
was revealed when voters who had 
received public aid were denied the 
right to vote in kewiston, Auburn, 
Waterville and other communities.” 

It should be said, however, that 
Mr. Sullivan, in his post-election 
articles, has not yet sought to min- | 
imize the extent of the republican 
disaster in Maine and is urging the 
administration to redouble its ef- 
forts if it is to ward off the catas- 
trophic defeat now indicated for 
November 8.

Even more emphatic in his asser- 
tion that the results in Maine por- 
tend democratic success in Novem- 
ber, is James Morgan in an article 
in the Boston Globe. Mr, Morgan 
writes: 


The democratic sweep in Maine is 
the most astonishing and significant 
event in the political history of that 
“September state” since 1840, when 
she “went hell-bent for Governor Kent 
and Tippecanoe and Tyler, too,” but 
by a still smaller plurality than she 
went for Louis J. Brann on Monday. 

Never before, in 75 years, has a 
Straight democratic candidate for 
governor of Maine won on the eve 
of an election for the presidency. 
Moreover, as Mr. Morgan says, with 
the solitary exception of the cha- 
otic Bull Moose year of 1912, ‘“‘the 
solid republican delegation from 
Maine in congress has never been 


broken in the midst of a national 


campaign until now, when the dem- 
ocrats have romped away with two 
of the three congressional seats.” 

Now that the republicans are 
awake to the realization that the 
party is on the short end of the 
political wish-bone they will inten- 
sify their efforts. 

If the democrats continue their 
fight as vigorously as they have be- 
gun, Mr..

Sympathizers. 


The regime in Russia makes a sharp 
difference between enemies and sym- 
pathizers. For enemies, there js no 
pity. They are made to feel the power 
of the dictatorship. Sympathizers are 
treated with care and consideration, 
They are handled as if they were a 
group still to be educated and ‘guided, 

If sympathizers show aptitude and 
intelligence, they may be admitted to 
the party. But it’s no easy matter. 
They have to know their materialist 
dialectics and show themselves con- 
versant with the economic doctrines 
of Marx and Lenin. After that exam- 
ination a candidate still has to serve 
a long period of apprenticeship, The 
question arises naturally: How many 
sympathizers are there? In other 
words, on whom does the handful of 
communists in the country depend to 
work out the vast schemes of indus- 
trialization and reform? 

The answer is, I think it can be said 
positively, that the youth is with 
them. There are in Russia 55,000,000 
of people between the ages of 16 and 
24. These form the backbone of the 
regime. They are the sympathizers, 
and with this 1 mean not merely pas- 
sive onlookers but enthusiastic co- 
operators. 

This must. moreover, be obvious. 
You can't build as they do here unless 
you have the active participation of 
many, many millions. 


Opposition 
In Russia. 


There is plenty of criticism in Rus- 
sia and a good deal of opposition, 
also, to the plans and schemes, bot 
cultural and economic) of the regime. 
But this opposition is not allowed to 
assume an organizational character. 
This might best be illustrated by 
what happened to Leon Trotzky and 
the group of men who thought as did 
he. So long as they confined them- 
selves to critieism and battled against 
the government’s plans within the 
bosom of the dominant and sole party 
organization they were not mo- 
lested. 

This changed immediately after they 
sought to form a group apart. Just 
as soon as this happened they had to 
make their subjection, or disappear. 
Still these men were red revolution- 
aries. One may easily imagine that 
when opposition running to group 
formation is not tolerated on the part 
of red partisans, it is ruthlessly sup- 
pressed when it emanates from other 
sources, like moderate socialism or 
liberalism. 

All this is taboo in the New Russia, 
There, is no freedom or party forma- 
tion in Russia, no freedom of thought 
along political lines. It’s a dictator- 


ship.

been my intention, just as soon as a 
hearing could be had free of political 
campaigns, to recommend to the com- 
mission that the public be given op- 
portunity to express themselves on the 
form of rates providing for a service 
charge. It must be understood that 
the service charge is just as much a 
part of the rate cost as is the current 
consumed. The form of rates provid- 


ing for a service charge was conceived 


in the idea of doing away with dis- 
criminations then existing. By pro- 
viding a certain amount of. revenue 
throngh the form of a service charge 
we were able to materially reduce the 
current cost. Illustrative: At the time 
the service charge was made effective 
for the Georgia Power Company. do- 
mestic consumers were paying 9 cents 
per KWH, which we were able to 
reduce to 5.66 cents per KWH by 
prosscine the service charge. With the 
eginning of the service charge not 
only was the current cost materially 
reduced, but the same order carried 
the requirement that every community 
in the state, no matter how small, 
except where a line rental charge was 
necessary. shall have the same rate 
as provided for Atlanta. This view 
I always will insist upon.” 
Basis of Contention. 

In this connection, it was recalled 
that the $1 service charge was a 
basie matter of contention in the con- 
tests for places on the public service 
commission. Guy O. Stone, defeated 
by Albert J. Woodruff, charged that 
the Georgia Power Company netted 
an income of § per cent interest on 
$31,.323.100 from the service charge 
of $1 on each of the 130,512 meters 
in the houses of domestic consumers, 
and pointed out that the total return 
from this charge was $1,506,156 a 
year to the power company—a sum, 
he contended, which was in excess of 
the reasonable return anticipated by 
the company. 

Mr. Perry's statement, without re- 
ferring to the political contentions, 
asserted : 

“Obviously, inja consideration of the 
service charge, lpoking to its elimina- 
tion, the questi of rates is essen- 
tially involved. However, there is no 
denying the fact that there is much 
misunderstanding of the service 
charge; and things we don’t under- 
stand we are inclined to feel are 
wrong. No matter what utility serv- 
ice cost is, the public at last are best 
served when they are satisfied with 
the cost as well as the service.

Savannah, Ma- 
con, Waycross, Valdosta, Rome and 
Columbus. I have no choice as to 
pracy but it would seem that with 
earings in the places named the con- 
venience of the public will ‘be well 
served.

REVIEWING THE SHOWS 


‘Most Dangerous Game’ 


Highly reminiscent of the horror 
picture, “Dracula,” Richard Connell’s 
O. Henry prize-winning story, “The 
Most Dangerous Game,” shows this 
week at the Fox theater, and was 
favorably received- by the Saturday 
audiences. Joel McCrea and Leslie 
Banks gave excellent interpretations 
of the hunted and the hunter, to the 
accompaniment of squeals and groans 
from women and children in the au- 
dience. 

The story of the Russian nobleman 
(Leslie Banks), who, bored with slay- 
ing animals, invents the most danger- 
ous game of hunting human beings, 
cast upon his tropical island after be- 
ing shipwrecked, is not at all like that 
of “Dracula,” but the filming, the 
horror effects, and the technical direc- 
tion are very similar in the two pic- 
tures. Joel McCrea is the famous 
young hunter who is hunted by the 
half-mad Russian. Richard Connell’s 
original story had no female charac- 
ters, but this neglect of the love in- 
terest was supplied by the directors 
in the person of Fay Wray, who sup- 
plies what she was intended to supply. 

McCrea, the clean-cut young Amer- 


ican aristocrat type, does his_ part 
well, but is overshadowed by Leslie 


Banks, who, though not widely known 
on the screen, is a superb actor, 
smooth and accomplished. Irving 
Pichel, the character actor, directed 
the filming of “The Most Dangerous 
Game” and the novel shots he de- 
vised for McCrea and Wray to win 
the most dangerous game of all, are 
well worthy of mention. Comedy re- 
lief, of which there is need at times, 
comes from the drunken Robert Arm- 
strong, brother of Fay Wray, who 
meets hise ghastly end while “on 4 
hunting trip with the count.”

Mass., is said by his friends in Bos- 
ton to be the best card player in that 
city, and with their natural pride in 
the pre-eminence of the capital of New 
England, they add that it goes with- 
out saying that he is hence the best 
card player in the workl, Mr.. Kelly 
does not often participate in tour 
nament play at Contract Bridge, so 
there are few examples of his skillfui 
card. reading. ‘’ 

The hand below, however, is such 
a beautiful exhibition of card read- 
ing and play that it gives me great 
pleasure to show it as an example of 
Mr. Kelly’s skill.

Of course, viewing the cards as 
they lie, West’s bid of three hearts 
could have been set three tricks for a 
penalty of 1,000 points, only slightly 
offset by the 100 honor count. With 
Mr. Kelly’s holding, however, this re-. 
sult appeared improbable, but his 
strength was such as to suggest the 
strong likelihood of game in spades. 
even though his partner was unable 
to bid further. His bid of game in 
spades cannot be seriously criticized. 
The alternative would have been a 
Penalty Double, which in this in- 
stance’ his partner no doubt would 
have permitted to stand. 

When the heart King was led and 
the Dummy was exposed, Mr. Kelly 
realized that he faced a difficult prob- 
lem in the making of his contract if 
the trumps did not break and thai 
he might easily lose five tricks. The 
Queen of hearts followed, and Mr.

Considerable fur- 
ther pickup was noted in the textiles 
and there was a fair gain in retail 
buying although the consuming public 
has as yet made but slight departure 
from its earlier hand-to-mouth buy- 
ing policy. 

The weekly carloading statement 
showed a movement of 501,824 cars 
against 559,727 in the week ended Sep- 
tember 3. This decline of little more 
than 10 per cent was somewhat small- 
er than usually experienced in the 
Labor Day week. 

Steel production gained to above 
15 per cent of capacity against a 12 
per cent level in the week ended Sep- 
tember 3. 

The electric power production fig- 
ures, which have been closely studied 
by many businessmen for an in - 
tion of increase in manufacturing ac- 
tivity slipped off, due to the Labor 
Day holiday, to 1.443.977,000 kilowatt 
hours against 1,464,700,000 the pre- 
ceding week. However, the compari- 
son with figures of one year ago was 
distinctly encouraging. The decline 
was narrowed down to 8.7 per cent 
helow last year, the most favorable 
comparison since March, in the week 
before, the decline was 10.4 per cent,
